(Business Qmtc 
Slow. 


Following is R. G. Dun & Co/s re- 
view of trade for the week ending Jan- 
uary 19: 


"Mild weather still retards business, 
and the practical eilects of the recent 
agreement of railroad presidents and 
bankers begin to be better understood. 
Ii is seen that an advance in « t e s has 
already checked for the time distribu- 
tion of products; that is, it increases the 
one difficulty which had beclouded a 
horizon otherwise clear. 
On the other 
hand anxious manufacturers m the iron 
and other connected industries, when 
searching for signs of enlarged con- 
sumption are iorced to notice that the 
agreement of bankers, in efiect that they 
will discourage the building of more 
competing railroads, does not propose 
large increase in the demand for iron. 


"The coal ^market is drooping, and 
there is complaint that rates are cut by 
individual operators and that restriction 
fails to restrict. 
The copper market is 
rendered stagnant by the report that 
the syndicate, holding 
145,000 
tons 
January i, 1890, will get up a "Metal 
Bank" to assume 90,000 tons and con- 
tracts for two years to come. 
The tin 
market is dull, but lead is firm. Low 
prices for boots and shoes are explain- 
ed by the announcement that existing 
shops could supply 100,000,000 people, 
having to reduce the output to the 
wants of 65,000,000. 


"'Ihe movement of dry goods is 
greatly retarded in nearly all parts of 
the country by the unseasonable weath- 
er, and while sales of woolens are but 
moderate, there is no animation in 
cottons, though prices are firm. The 
open winter affects marketing of goods 
by country merchants, and also retards 
marketing of products by farmers, and, 
therefore, collections, so that complaints 
of slowness are much more numerous. 
But the money markets at substantially 
all points reporting are well supplied 
and easy, though at some the demand 
is good. 
While actual dullness of trade 
is complained of occasionally, at most 
points business is called quiet or fair for 
the season. 
But the light demand at 
present for raw wool or cotton does not 
prevent firmness of prices, since holders 
have great confidence that manufajctur- 
ers will presently buy more liberally,"

When it is considered, that this would 
mean the laying each year of railroad 
enough to reach nearly half around the 
earth the magnitude of the increase can 
"be in a measure appreciated. 


John McLaren, a Pittsburg lawyer, 


has suggested a novel scheme to ttu 
authorities of Pittsburg and Allegheny 
City. He wants to tura the Allegheny 
River from its proper channel. The 
river separates the two cities. Mr. 3Ic- 
Laren's p!an is to have the -Allegheny 
leave its proper course at Sharpsbarg, 
north, of Allegheny City, wend its way 
through the valleys back of Allegheny, 
and join the Ohio iiiver at Jack's Run. 
Geologists are credited with saying that 
this was the original course of the river.

Hoiv Flour Cau Be Saved. 


A more general use of corn meal for 


the table is a good suggestion in the way 
of piecing outf the flour barrel, especially 
as manv palatable and sustaining prepara- 
tions dm be made therefrom. Both the 
South and New England have long 
utilized the value 'of Indian corn, and 
wonderful results have followed the 
industrious experiment of the kitchens 
of both parts of the country. Of course, 
considerable culinary skill is required to 
make a really light batch of pure com 
meal bread;"but there are many simpler 
compounds of the material that can be 
cooked successfully after a few experi- 
ments, aad the much sought corn muffin 
of the restaurant or bakery can be turned 
out of home ovens while only one-sixth 
of the wheat flour commonly apportioned 
for breakfast or ordinary supper purposes 
need be used. Hominy, samp, hulled 
corn and oatmeal already do great table 
service, but the baked forms of corn, 
tneal are heartier and not only, as Mr. 
Sam Weller remarks, "werry fillin' at 
the price," but also "sticks to the ribs," 
both worthv requisite considerations for 
the working man. A good standard 
recipe for corn meal bread is as follows: 


Two cups of fine yellow meal, one cup 


of flour, two cups of water, two table- 
spoons of sugar, half teaspoon of salt, 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder, to 
be mi.\ed thoroughly. Then melt a 
tablespoonful of best lard; add it to the 
previously made batter and again beat 
Into a thorough mixture; pour into 
shallow tin pans or what are known as 
gem moulds and bake twenty minutes in 
a steadily hot oven. 
A variation to make a richer batter is 


to use one beaten egg, and substitute 
similar quantities of milk and butter for 
water and lard.—New York Tribune.

liefore mechanical clocks were 
common it was an ordinary habit to read 
the time of day in the flowers. Every 
blossom has its precise hour for unfold- 
ing its petals and for shutting them. 
Although" the light and 
temperature 
e.lcct these movements, there is always 
a strong effort made by the plant to keep 
its allotted time. 
Uay ilowers that are 
imprisoned in darkness still follow their 
usual out door habits. 
Most (lowers open 
at sunrise and close at sunset,but there is 
no hour of the twenty-four when some 
blossoms do not awaken, and there is 
none when some do not begin to sleep. 
This motion is generally gradual, but 
morninc: flowers open rapidly, and after- 
noon flowers close very rapidly, 
Lm- 
nivus, the tather of modern botany, con- 
structed a flower clock which \vould tell 
the hours.

A Curious Library. 


Within a stone's throw of New York's 
City Hall is one of the most curious and, 
in proportion to the capital invested, 
prooably one of the beat paying circu- 
lating libraries in the world. 
Its stock 
consists almost 
entirely of ten

twenty cent German and English novels 
in pa])er covers, only a few shelves be- 
ing devoted to cloth bound books. 


Of the novels huge piles lie around in 
all directions, alphabetically classified 
and fairly well preserved. 
Those by the 
most popular authors have innumerable 
dog cars, showing that they have passed 
through many hands since they came 
fresh from the press. 
The patrons of 
this library pay live cents for the privi- 
lege of reading a twenty cent novel and 
three cents for reading a ten cent one. 


When they want a novel they pay the 
librarian half of its face value, iind on 
returning it to him get back five or three 
cents, as the case may be. To messenger 
boys, factory girls and budding clerks 
tlm mode of circulating desirable litera- 
ture has proved so attractive that the 
owner of the books is doing a large busi- 
ness. —New York 
Herald,

who courts the tanpo has to have the 
opulence to give enough presents to 
iatisfy tho village and the chief. 
Borne 
of these *tanpo' maidens have had re- 
markable careers, and one, a famous 
beauty named Faapeo, the daughter of a 
noted chief, Assi, has gained a wide 
reputation. 
Faapeo was one of tho most 
accomplished of Samoan high, caste wo- 
men and was a great favorite, especially 
with the foreign population.

How Flour Can Bo Saved. 


A more general use of corn meal for 
the table is a good suggestion in the way 
of piecing out the Hour barrel, especially 
us many palatable and sustaining prepara- 
tions can be made therefrom, 
lioth tho 
South and I^ew England 
have long 
utilized the value of Indian corn, and 
wonderful results have 
followed tho 
industrious experiment of tho kitchens 
of both parts of the country. Of course, 
considerable culinary skill is required to 
make a really light batch of pure corn 
meal bread; but there are many simpler 
compounds of the material that can be 
cooked successfully after a few cxpcri- 
inents, and the much sought corn mutlin 
of the restaurant or bakery cau be turned 
out of home ovens while only one-sixth 
of the wheat Hour commonly apportioned 
for breakfast or ordinary supper purposes 
need be used. 
Hominy, samp, hulled 
corn and oatmeal already do great table 
service, but tho baked forms of corn 
meal are heartier and not only, as Mr. 
Sam AVeller remarks, "werry fillin' at 
the price," but also *'sticks to the ribs," 
both worthy requisite considerations for 
the working man. 
A good 
standard 
recipe for corn meal bread is as follows: 


Two cups of fine yellow meal, one cup 
of Hour, two cups of water, two table- 
spoons of sugar, half teaspoon of salt, 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder, to 
be mixed thoroughly. 
Then melt 
a 
tablespoonful of best lard; add it to tho 
previously made batter and again beat 
into a thorough 
mixture; pour 
into 
shallow tin pans or what are known as 
gem moulds and bake twenty minutes in 
a steadily hot oven. 


A variation to make a richer batter is 
to use one beaten egg, and 
substituto 
similar quantities of liiilk and butter for 
water and lard.—New York 
Tribune,

-yet. A Pittsburg dispatch says: Every 
^obstacle in the way of the carrying of 
the South Penn Railroad scheme has 
been removed and the road is now as- 
sured- 
Stockholders who refused to 


sign the Carnegie agreement have been 
brought in. Bert Hostetter returned 
from New York Monday. 
He said: 


"The South Pennsylvania matter is at 
last settled. Messrs. M. W. Watson, 
B. F. Jones, Sellers McKee and all the 
other Pittsburgers, except H. C. Friek 
and E. M. Ferguson, have signed the 
new agreement. 
Messrs. Frsck and 


Ferguson have agreed to sign early next 
week, when the Vanderbilts do. 
This 


removes all the friction aad means that 
the road will be completed. 
A great 


deal of the preliminary legal work has 
been done already, so there will not be 
much delay when the papers are signed. 
I think we have plenty of time in which 
to complete the road and if we have 
not and can show we really intend to 
build^I have no fear about getting the 
lime extended. There will be a meet- 
ing soon of the South Penn a program 
agreed upon." Other Pittsburg mem- 
bers of the South Penn syndicate fully 
corroborated all that Mr. Hostetter 
said. 
The agreement which all the 


heavy stockholders will sign is to take 
$10,000,000, in bonds, twenty per 
cent of which shall be cash. The twen- 
ty per cent, cash subscribers will re- 
xeceive an equivalent in preferred stock 
and the remaining eighty per cent will 
be iu common stock. According to 
the present surveys the road will be 218 
miles long and will penetrate Pennsyl- 
vania's richest coal and coke fields. 


The 20,000 miners in W. L. Scott's 


mines at Spring Valley, I1L, who struck 
Saturday want to return to work, but 
are locked out by the company. 
The 


miners will probably remain closed for 
some time on account of the depression 
in the coal market throughout the 
northwest.

Every coun- 
try churchyard contains scores of new- 
made graves of diptheria victims. Some 
authorities attribute the spread of the 
disease to a lack of knowledge of sani- 
tary laws among the people. Many 
schools have been closed.

bia, in which. John C. Ryan, a freight 
conductor, lost his life. 
A train in 


charge of Ryan was approaching the 
yard and. had slacked its speed.

FABJC AND KABDEN. 


Packing Hay in m Barn Mow. 


It is always a convenient way to pack 


nay in a mow in sections: that is. to put 
the hay in a part of the mow say ten feet 
wide right across, and make the side of 
the heap square. When the heap has 
been carried up as high as may be de- 
sired more hay can be put ia alongside 
of this, so that when the hay is to be 
taken out the whole top need not ba 
uncovered at once. It is often the case 
that grain or other product is put on 
the hay for want of room, and then it is 
difficult to get the hay from under it. 
but by putting it in sections in this way 
this difficulty is avoided. Large stacks 
should be put up in the same way.—New 
York Times, 


it, do not let any manure stay in tlia 
"heap" or barn yard through the winter; 
get it out now. Usually the meadow 
can be got upon with a team and wagon 
in the fall with less damage than in the 
spring1 when the ground is soft. 


Temperature of Potiltry-Howse?. 
Barn-yard fowls are provided, as well 


as, and very much like, wild game, with 
a protection against wintry weather, but 
domestication seems to somewhat de- 
teriorate blood-circulation, so that our 
poultry are more liable to freezing than 
the wild leathered tribe. 


But in providing for comfort in the, 


hennery, it should be borne in mind that 
with fowls, as with fruit trees, or with 
human beings, injury is to be ap- 
prehended from sudden transitions of 
•warmth by day, followed by cold at 
inghtgsas well as from excessive severity. 
Hen&TTit is found that strong heat from 
sun and glass may be detrimental, owing- 
to" the contrast at night, especially as the 
same glass which increases the heat dur- 
ing the sunshine of day, is less a pro- 
tection against cold at night than tight 
boarding or walls would be. To remedv 
this, it is recommended to cover the 
glass at night with tight board^shutters.

Spring always finds the fanner with

He says because a meadow falls off in

Kemedy for Spasmodic Colic- 
"Spasmodic colic" or cramps of the

Timber for mftst purposes ia cut in 
tho winter, not for the reason that it ia 
better and will keep longer, but there 
is more leisure from other orcupations. 
And tho woods in midaummer are 
usually loo hot for tho activo work of 
cutting 
timber. 
And 
yet 
the 
superior quality oi timber for wsts, 
ties, carriages, wagons, 
agricultural 
implements, etc., is sufljciont to change 
the time'of cutting. 
Wo are aware 
Bcientista and skilled workmen diflier 
to tho exact condition of timber 
as 
when it should bo cut, and some even 
dispute the superiority of summer over 
winter cut timber. 
A civil engineer 
who claims to have verified his state- 
ments by thirty years' experience, who 
knows his skill and whereof ho writes, 
gives tho time to cut and the reasons 
for in the 
Farmers' 


"W hen the growth commouced in the 
spring is completed there ia a period oi 
rest before tho stjrage of nutrition in 
the roots begins. 
Between those two 
periods if t mber of any doeiduous 
treis is cut oil' tho stump the sap will 
not ferment and worms will never get 
in the wood. 
It will season hard and 
tho wood if oak will have a horny 
toughness and great durability. 
Wood 
cut during that period ia mature, liav- 
ing completed its growth for the year. 
This period varies in length, being 
siiovt in the North and longer in the 
South, and is varied again by the char- 
acter of tlie season, which if wet la 
shorter and longer if dry, 
Tn the 
North, in Northern Illinois or Wiscon- 
sin, it may be four-'to six weeks; in 
Southern Illinois frcm six to ten weeks, 
and one season of piolongpd drouth I 
have known it twelve weeks. 
Timber 
cut from the stump in this period need 
not be worked np for a year and will 
take no harm lying in the woods. 
If 
railroad ties wire cut from the stump 
and Avorked out during the balance of 
the year they would last from three to 
five times as long as those cut in the 
winter, and yet I have seen specifica- 
tions requiring them to be cut in the 
winter from a mistaken idea of improv- 
ing their durability. 
A bent felloe 
manufacturer in New Jersey called my 
attention to this fact thirty years ago, 
and said he had for sixteen years thus 
followed tho practice of requiring in his 
contracts for timber that it be felled 
during a period of si:i Aveeks from the 
1st of August to the middle of Septem- 
ber. Any time in a year afterward they 
might cut up the logs.

I r r i g a t i o n lii Dakota. 


The United States Senate Irrigation 
Committee, of which Senator Stewart of 
Jievada is Chairman, held a session at 
Sioux Falls, Dakota, in which statements 
were submitted by gentlemen interested 
in irrigation. 
The principal speaker was 
Professor Lewis Maclouth, President of 
the South Dakota Agricultural College 
at Brookings. 


There were hundreds of artesian wells, 
he said, in the valley of the James River, 
each including a large flow of water from 
an average depth 
of 1000 feet. 
The 
power thus obtained was now utilized to 
run steam pre3ses, electric-light dynamos, 
mills and factories. 
An inexhaustible 
supply of water and of water power coidd 
therefore be had iu this valley by an in- 
crease in the number of artesian wells, 
Some of tho wells already flowing gave 
out 4000 gallons a ¡ninute. 
If the yearly 
ilow of those wells could be saved and 
stored in reservoirs,to be used as needed, 
so as to supply iu the growing season the 
deficiency iu the uatural rainfall, it would 
add enormously to tho develojuuent of 
agriculture and turn tJie entire 
James 
iiiver Valley into a luxurjant garden. 
One thousand such wells, Professor Mac- 
louth says, would add $100,000,000 to 
the value of the laud in that region. 


The committee saw the working of an 
artesian well that supplies water und wa- 
ter power to this city. 
Four large hose 
pipes were connected "with the street 
hydrants, and threw into the air a stream 
of water eighty feet high.—KeiG

"When the sovereigns of Turkey resided 
cx-lusively in Staml)oul proper tliey per- 
formed 
their 
religious 
duties 
iu 
St. 
Sophia, at the c&lebrated 
mosqiu^ 
of 
Achmed 1., but since thev have come to 
live iu the new palaces on the Bospborus, 
the selamlik takes place at Dolma-Rack- 
she or at Beshik-Tash. 
Mahmoud H. 
used to go to the mosque of the Thera])ia 
in his gorgeous caik, painted iu gold and 
white, the whole of the inside covered 
with crimson velvet embroidered with 
gold. 
He glided like a swaa ou the blue 
waters, propelled 
by 
the 
twenty-four 
vigorous oarsmen dressed in M'hite silk 
tunics. But since the accession of the pres- 
ent Sultan to the throne theselamlik takes 
place iu the pretty mosque ol" llarmidic, 
situated almost at the entrance ol' Yioldiz 
kiosk, and sometimes in that of Medisdie 
at Dolma-Backshe. 


It is situated ou the summit of a hill 
overlooking 
the 
palaces 
of 
Dolma- 
Baekshe aud Tjerzan, and was biult by 
Abdoul Aziz as a summer residence. The 
present Sultan made utmicrous additions 
to it, however, aud lives there the year 
round. 


The view from the palace is simply 
superb. 
On the right hand side there is 
a thick wood of Cyprus trees,under which 
the sous of the prophet aro sloepiug the 
eternal sleep of tlie faithful. 
Beyond, 
over the silvery surface of the Boii])horus, 
you can sec the magnificent dome of St. 
Sophia in Stand:)oul, the sea of Marmora, 
the isles of Pringhipo iu the distance 
and the (loldeu Horn.

Chrysopolis of the ancients), with 
its 
numerous minarets and its green hills.

A prolonged 
sound of 
triunpcts was 
the signal for the departure of the Sultan 
from the palace. 
The troops presented 
arms, the standards were raised 
to the 
breeze, aud finally the head of the 
pro- 
cession appeared. 
Two aides-de-camp on 
horseback, dressed 
in red and gold uni- 
forms, came 
first. 
Then 
followed 
the 
Sultan himself in a fine carriage, drawn 
by two magnificently caparisoned black 
horses, conducted by a coachman of tow- 
ering height. 
This individual bears also 
the title of Marshal of the Coxu't. 
On 
the front seat were seated Nanisk Pacha, 
now ninety-two years old, aud Gazzi Os- 
man Pacha, the hero of Plevna. 
On the 
back seat, alone, serious and dignified, 
sat the Sultan Hamid II., one of the most 
intelligent and industrious sovereigns of 
Europe. 


' 
Contrary to the custom of 
his prede- 
cessors Hamid II.was very plainly dressed 
in the uniform of a Marshal of the Em- 
pire, a red fez on his head and a scimitar 
at his side, the scabbard of which was of 
embroidered crimson velvet, 
^i'he han- 
dle was of gold, but without any precious 
atones. 
He was cheered by the troo]>s, 
as he was 
passing, with 
the greeting 
"Patishahim 
Tchsck 
Yasha," 
which 
means ''many years to the patisha," the 
ordinary formula of the Turkish salute. 
His carriage was surrounded by his aides- 
de-camp, some Generals, a few German 
ofiieers now iu his service, the chief of 
the eunuchs and one soldier from each 
regiment of the imperial guard. 
When 
the cortege approached the mosijue the 
voice of the muezzin was heard, calling 
the faithful to prayer. 


The procession stopped in front of a 
paviliou connected with the mosque aud 
through this the 
Sultan 
entered 
the 
sacred building. Everybody bowed down 
to the ground wheu the Sultau alighted 
from his carriage. 
His 
brilliant suite 
entered the mosque by the princi2}al en- 
trance. 


Tlie service did not last inore than 
thirty minutes. 
Theu his majesty ap- 
¡jeared at one of the windows of the pa- 
vilion mentioned above, and from that 
place he reviewed the trooj)3. 
At the 
head of them nuirched four gigantic Al- 
banians with long beards and leather 
aprons, cari'ymg hatchets und followed by 
Albanian 
zouaves, 
belonging 
to 
his 
majesty's bodyguard.

lation army these men carried, in their 
leather belt, a long yatagau,a daggeraud 
H revolver, 
n i i s would appear rather 
odd on regular soldiers, but those Al- 
banians carried their e.\ira arsenal with 
ease and almost with grace.
